shows that there is being produced 
in a radius of ten miles of the town 
enough sweet milk to ship three cars 
of w’hole milk per w^eok. 
In realization of 
this 
fact 
the 
Frisco working in connection with 
J. R. Barry and a committtee of the 
Lions Club will make an effort to 
ship s-weet milk in car loads if suf­ 
ficient interest and co-operation on 
the part of the producers can be se­ 
cured. 
At present Comanche alone is ship­ 
ping 250 gallons of butter fat p« r 
w’eek which brings to 
the 
farmers 
considerable money but at the same 
time brings in the lea.st return« of 
any manner in which milk 
can 
be 
handled being that of sour cream. 
There is being shipped into Dallas 
now from Missouri four oars vfhole 
milk which is shipped in a car made 
like a gigantic thermos bottle and 
which requires more than 
twenty- 
four hours to get the milk to its 
destination.

each week and this does not take in­ 
to consideration the large num b^ of 
eggs that are used for hatching aaul 
which still be soon pro<lucing a poul­ 
try’ crop that will amount to two or 
three cars per week. 
This sum coming into the

munity every day and evei*>’ week 
aids materially in dispelling the fear 
of a drouth or a disaster in markets 
and its poultr>’ industry is one that 
should continue to develope to even 
larger proportions.

A recent check of the milk pro­ 
duction of Comanche and the sur­ 
rounding community made by 
rep­ 
resentatives of the Frisco Railway 
shows that there is being produced 
in a radius of ten miles of the town 
enough sweet milk to ship three cars 
of whole milk per week. 
In realization of 
this 
fact 
the 
Frisco working in connection with 
J. R. Barry and a committtee of the 
Lions Club will make an effort to 
ship sweet milk in car loiads if suf­ 
ficient interest and co-operation on 
the part of the producers can be se­ 
cured. 
At present Comanche alone is ship­ 
ping 250 gallons of butter fat p< r 
week which brings to 
the 
fanners 
considerable money but at the same 
time brings in the least returns of 
any manner in which milk 
can 
be 
handled being that of sour cream. 
TTiere is being shipped into Dallas 
now from Missouri four cars whole 
milk which is shipped in a car made 
like a gigantic thermos bottle and 
which requires more than 
twenty- 
four hours to get the milk to its 
destination. 
Some twenty five to thirty cents 
per gallon is paid 
for 
the

milk where it is load«»d 
and

then shipped to the city market. The
